Columbia, S. C, June 8.— A furious 
rainstorm generally prevailed through 
out the state Friday nit^ht and wa.sh 
outs are reported on dillerent lin.\s of 
railways. 

Mixed train No. 0. coming south on 
the Richmond and Danville railroad, 
when within three miles south <if Ridge- 
w^ay, ran into a washout abotit M> 
feet wide, and Engineer Jack Geruiuny 
and Fireman A. D. Hanry were instant- 
ly killed. 

The train was badly wecked, going 
down an eml)ankment 20 feet. Express 
Messenger W. W. Holmes, who ishiully 
bruised, is the only person hurt

senger train No. 2. due at 7;K) on the L.

The t ngine went into the ditch, and, al- 
though imlwdded several feet in the 
mud, it was not overturned, the baggage 
car was laid over on its side, ami the 
smoker cunipletly derailed before the 
train stopped.

TER R4FIC ST ORM.

Lima, O., Jane 8. — A terrific rain and 
hail storm passed over the southwestern 
part of this section of the state. The 
storm was the worst ever known. It 
lasted only 4.J minutes, but conipleu l^- 
tlouded the country. The rain and hail 
came down in torrents, and 19 inches of 
rain fell. 

A few miles east of North iStar hail 
fell to the depth of 1.'") inches. The wind 
did g^eat dairiage to fruit trees ami 
fences. A limb from a large tree was 
blown through Alick Ale-xaiider'shouse. 
In other parts of the country hail fell to 
the depth of 10 inches, the jiellets being 
as large as walnuts. The hail was fol- 
lowed l)y one of the hardest raina in 
years. The hail did a great deal of dam- 
age to wheat, grass and trees, and the 
gardens are about ruined.

TRYING TO SAVE VAN LOON. 



An f:n'<>rt Being M:i<l« if> Fasten the Crime 
I'p'Mi mil Riiaoh. 

Columbus, O.. June 8.— Another seii- 
cation in the Van Loon oaaalti^omised. 
Tut time it win come in the shape of 
a& effort to establish the entire inno- 
cence of Van Loon and fasten it upon 
Bill Roach, the man who was first iden- 
tified by the cashier of the Columbas 
Grove bank as the one who shot him 
and killed Farmer Vandermark. 

It transpires that Van Loon's family 
have had a detective following Roach 
for a long time, and the detective States 
that Roach wrot^- the letters sent to 
(iovernor McKinley from Birmingham, 
Ala., signed "Legend of Hell," which 
insisted that Van Loon was iimocent. 
Roa(di is rK)W under arrest at Marion. 
It is said that a woman with whom he 
formerly lived has made a written dec- 
laration that Roach confessed to her 
that he, and not Van Loon, did tiieCo- 
luiiibus Grove job. 

A peculiar circumstance .ind one that 
caused some embarrassnieut diu-ing the 
trial is thai the murderer was evident- 
ly a left-harded num. while Van Loon 
is right-handed. The shooting was done 
with the left han<l. Roach is left hand- 
ed. These tiiingshavo all been reduced 
to writing and will be submitted to the 
governor In a few days. 

THE 'pEARY EXPEDITION.

BUSINESS' NOT IMPROYINa 



A I>err«e Which I'loliibit* Slaughtered 
HoKi From Being Imiiurtrd. 

'City or Mexico, June 8.— A decree 
that will prove of great interest to the 
slaughtering establishmente of Kansas 

City, St. Louis and Chicago has just 
been issued by President Diaz. The de- 
cree peremptorily forbids the shipment 
of t.laughtered hoKs in the City of Mex- 
ii'o. Hereafter all hogs for shipment 
must be broUL;ht in aliv(\ This action 
was taken in view of tlie fact that in 
the case of alleged fr sh pork shipped 
here from the United States and points 
in Mexico it is not always j'ossible to 
dec ide whether or nul the animal ilied 
of some disease or was in a healthy con- 
dition when slaughtered. 

I'liknown Mun Killed. 

DV NKiKK, ()., June 8. — Section men 
on the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chi- 
cago railroad found a man lying beside 
the track ipue mile west of town. The 
supposition is that he fell from a 
treiifht tr.'iin. His skull was fractured 
and his Itack injured, and he was in a 
dying condition. Nothing was lound 
on his person to identify him. A 
thimble, needles and (di.alk were found 
in his pockets. Tie weighed about IW 
pounds, height 5 feet 7 iiKdies, and he 
was bailly marked by smallpox. lb- 
wore a dark urey coat, iiants and vest a 
shade lighter, and now shues. He ap- 
peared to be Irish. 

Woman Mytterloueljr HiMlnf. 

Ada, 0., June 8.— A great sensation 
has been created here over the disap- 
pearance of Mrs. A. W. Clutter, wife of 
Photographer Clutter of this place. Mr. 
Clutter retired, and about 10:80 his wife 
came to his room, hissed him and their 
two children, and then left the house, 
A few minutes afterward Mr. Clutter 
became alarmed, and made a search for 
her, which he continued through the 
night. Early in the morning tne fire 
alarm was sounded, and a general search 
was instituted, but no trace of her hi, <. 
been fonnd. It is feared she ha.i 
drownad knrMlr in on one of tba streams 
near hera. 

Farailtted to Uo Free. 

Wabhikoton, June 8.— Ishmael B. 
Silas, son of the secretary of war of 
Mexi(;o, who was arrested in this city 
yesterday on a charge of obtaining 
money under false pretences, has been 
Tiermitted to go free, the case against 
Lini having been dismissed. It is said 
that Silas' father remitted to the Mexi- 
can minister money sufficient to liciui- 
date all claims against the son, and tnat 
he had been uotitied to return home at 
once. Young Silas baa been attending 
the Ctaorgetown law aohool for the past 
two years. 

A Yonns Honee l)reah«tr Put Awnj. 
Brazil, June Walter McClelland, 
the young bouse breaker, was arraigned 
in the circuit court and sentenced for 
four years. McClelland has always 
borne a good reputation, but he was 
caught robbing Mrs. Evans' boarding- 
house.

certainty For the Future. 

New York, June .S.— R. G. Dun and 
O-Uupany's weekly review of trade says 
More disheartening conditions have pre- 
vailed during the past week, and thos< 
who saw the beginning of permanent 
recovery in the better tone a week ago 
are disappointed. The money markets 
have been closer, especially in the inte 
rior, and manufacturing and trade ar« 
more affected than before. 

Some important failures have oc 
curred, including one bank at Milwau 
kee. Gold has gone out again in large 
amounts, exports for this week being 
about $3,000,000, and the treasury gold 
reserve has been drawn down to about 
890,000,000. In nearly all tlepartment^ 
of trade uneortointv about the future 
has a depressing influence which is now 
clearly perceived in decrease on new 
business,- and while most manufactur- 
ing works are yet emploved on full or 
ders. as these run out the number of 
works closed increases. 

Boston reitorts disappointing trade in 
dry goods not equal to expectations 
Orders for boots and shoes are slow, and 
some factories are closed. The wool 
market is (^uiet and unsatisfactor}!, bur 
lum1)er is in ^ood demand. 

Philadelphia reports much disturb 
ance in iron, a fair but waiting market 
for dry good.4, and qniet trade in other 
respects, with much complaint of col- 
lections in all branches. 

At Baltimore tight money is felt, ex- 
porte are low, and trade in dry goods, 
clothing and shoes is quiet, and in paints 
and glass low for the season. Canneries 
busy. 

Trade at Cleveland Ib fairly good and 
collections sUghtly improved, though 
money in close. 

The iron trade at Pittsburg Ib less en- 
couraging; pig is weaker and finished 
iron very low in price with weaker ten- 
dency. 

The shoe trade at Cincinnati is better, 
in machinery there is fair business, but 
general trade showB little improvement 
and collections are slow. 

At Indianapolis trade is good in gro- 
ceries and better in other lines, but col 
lections are unsatisfactory. 

At Detroit money is close, vessel rates 
low and trade, though fair In volume, 
is at very low prices. 

Chicago reports increased receipts in 
sheep 80 per cent, com 86, oato ¥) and 
wheat 175 per cent, but decreiMe in all 
other articles, espeicially in animal prod- 
ncte. Clearings are lower, real estate 
transactions 40 per cent smaller than 
last year, and coueotions show no im- 
provement. Credits being curtailed and 
some manufacturers restricted by lack 
of accommodations. Wheat is quoted 
an eighth below the lowest price for 80 
years. 

The failure of one bank at Milwaukee 

causes some excitement, though general 
trade waiT satisfactory and collections 
iinproving. 

Trade is fair at St Paul, though col- 
lections are slow and money close. 

St. Louis reports satisfactory trade 
with very fair collections, cotton and 
com moving liberally, but loans are 
curtailed to the minimum, and there is 
no market for local aeciirities, save at 
buyers prices. 

At Kansas City trade is fairly satis- 
faetory, but receipts moderBto . and 
money close. 

Omaha reporte good trade^ and Den- 
ver only fair, with collaotions Blow. 

At little Rock trade is dull with col- 
lection]^ slow, and at Knoxville no im- 
provement. Atlanta reports trade close 
money and slow collections. Augusta 
slight improvement in trade with im- 
poved farm prospects but tight 
money and slow collections. At New 
Orleans business is only fair, but build- 
ing materia'-t are very active and crop 
prospei:t8, though backward, are prom- 
ising. 

Speculative markets have been sink- 
ing. Stocks are nearly $9 per share 
lower than a week ago, the failures, the 
ill-suiH'ess of the world's fair and the 
slump in wheat affecting prices, as well 
as the outgo of gold, wheat has de- 
clined 1 8-4 cents, com 8 and oato 
1 1-2, with moderate transaotionB, few 
caring to buy wheat with enohnoos 
stocks in sight. Lard and hogs are 
lower, and cotton has declined a six- 
teenth, with moderate saleB. though re- 
ceipte are small. The market for tin 
was ovarloaded and fell 4 oentB. and oof- 
fee is weaker, with reported sales below 
U cents, though lead Is higb0r and coal 
more active. 

Uncertainty about freights, labor, 
crops and flnanoes make the iron trade 
gloomy. Prospects of trouble with the 
Amalgamated asso9iation sustains the 
present demand for finished producto, 
and higher freight rates raise prices of 

gig, not to the advantage of sellers, 
trucitaral mlllB are vet well employed, 
but at prices which retum scanty 
profito. In the shoe trade (ewer orders 
are aben for the fall trade, though ship- 
mente are still large. 

In men's woolens commission mer- 
chantoare in trouble with clothiers, 
who throw back goods ordered ap- 
parently to get them at lower jvioes, 
and little is doing in spring goods. The 
demand for fancy worsteds is better, 
and tilt dress goods market, though 
very sick for some weeks past, is 
stronger. Export of products still fall 
below last year's in value, and there is 
much withdrawal of money loaned in 
thisoonntnr on foreign account -The 
fact that |5,000,000of soohloans matnre 
witliia the next . week IfiAda. t<rthe ex- 



pectations of further exi)orts of gold. 
M I 'liey call here has somewhat ad- 
\aiic»d. but there is strong comi>laint 
of dithculty in getting commercial 
loans. 

Failnn s during the past week have 
been 'jas in the Cnited States against 
150 last year, and '.21 in Cjiiieda ajiaiiisS 
82 last vear. Last week the total num- 
ber of fail nree was a78. 

CINTHAL A MERICAN HAriOSHIP& 
Tha PlMtal Tale of a Stvrde't Ksparlaaaa 

on a plantation. 

Sax Antonio. Tex.. .June :i. -Almost 
a ment.al and physical wreck from sick- 
ness and privation, a Swede named 
(iustavo Loekroen returned to this city 
and was immediately sent to the city 
hospital for treatment. He tells a piti- 
ful tale of his experiences. A little over 
a year ago he went to Central America, 
and at a place called Livingstone was 
given employment ou a banana planta- 
tion. He was made to work there 
steadily from early morning to late at 
night. Food was scarce and what there 
was of it was unfit to eat. Soon he took 
sick with malarial fever and was sel- 
dom free from it. Although often in- 
capacitated by the sicknes-s, he was 
compelled to work in the stm on the 
plantation. He soon foutid that he 
coulil make no money. He was only 
given his lx>ard for the work that he 
did. He saw that he was rapidly drift- 
ing from bad to worse, and he (V i ideil 
to leave the jdantation. He packed a 
few clothes in a blanket and tied it with 
a rope. This bundle he slung over his 
back and .set out for Mexico. For days 
he walked in tin hot son without seeing 
a man or housi . .\t the end of three 
months he reached Mexico, almost una- 
ble to walk. He spent a few weeks with 
some countrymen in the'state of Chia- 
pas. Me.>;ico. and then continued his 
overland journey to this city, making 
the total distance of 'i-'iDO riiiles from 
Central Am. rica in about si.x months. 

AFTER MANY YEARS 

Clara Slmpann Hat Founa Her Father, 

Wliu Dc-aerted Her. 

Lot [svii.i.K. June — After years of 
searching, a little girl who has spent 
nearly all her life in the house of refuge 
has found her father. Eighteen years 
ago George Simpson and bis two infant 
daughters, Clara and Florence, lived in 
this city, his wife having died. Simi>- 
Bon was penniless and could get no em- 
ployment. One morning he opened 
his house, and called one of the neigh- 
bors to wateh the children for a few 
momento, and then disappeared. 
Nothing was heard of him until yester- 
day. 

The girls were sent to the house of 
refuge and grew up there. Florence is 
now assistant matron at a reform school 
in Chehalis. Wash., and her sister has a 
place in the school here. Since she has 
Deen grown she has spent a great deal 
of t\ine trying to find her father. One 
day last week the chief of police of 
New Orleans succeeded in locat- 
ing him in that citv. At once the 
father wrote to his daughter, sendimr 
her a ticket and asking her to goto 
him. The girl will leave, but as her 
father has married {igain, she will not 
give up her place here. Mr. Caldwell 
and the officers of the institution have 
a very high regard for her and are pre- 
paring to give her a substantial testi- 
monial of their esteem. 

A NEWSPAPER EXPERIMENT. 

The N>n Vmk ilt-rald to Ix'tn.' Ilr|i(ibll- 
viiti unit l>f uitM^rutio Kditlunti. 

N£w YuuK, June 8.— During the re- 
cent congress in Chicago of the press 
men and women of the world, a paper 

was presented by Hon. J. A. Sleicher, 
editor-in-chief of The Mail and E-xjiress 
suggesting that iirominent newspapers 
should issue both Ri'publican and Dem- 
ocratic editions, giving the news of 
each political party in the edition as- 
signed to that party, and also conduist- 
ing the editorial page in the same man- 
ner. 

This BUggestion, which was vigorors- 
ly discussen at the congress as a de- 
cidedly novel innovation, is, it is said, 
to be e.\perimented aiK>n i^i this city. 
According to reports in £fewspaper Row, 
the New York Herald, after it is in- 
stalled in ks new home, may issue Re- 
publican and Democratic editions. 

The evening adjunct of The Herald— 
The Telegram— is independent in poli- 
tics, and conseuuently, if the scheme is 
carried into ettect. the novel spectale 
will be witnessed of a Republican, a 
Democratic and au independent npws- 
paper issuin from under the same roof 
and coutrolleii i>y the same general 
management^ _ 

A MONEY CRISIS

Tahlkvi ah, 1. T., June 3.— The fail- 
ure to raise «U,500,000 on the CSierokee 
strip bonds has caused a commercial 
crisis in the territory. 

J. W. Stat)ler & Son, who have been 
the principal traders in the strip fui.d, 
at once discontinued credit sales. Their 
action was immediately followed by 
nearly all the general mercbante of the 
place, and now no goods are sold on the 
strip money. 

At Fort Oibson, Vinita, Muskogee, 
Wagoner, Webber's Falls, Qaremore 
and at many other points the same re- 
sults followed, and not a dollar's worth 
of goods can be purchased on credit at 
•nv of these places. Tba situation is de- 
cidedly serious, as many mercbante 
bought on credit and sold on credit, 
and consequently will be closed out by 
creditors unless extensions are granted.

crease of thi' c;isli in the treasury-. 
The interest-bearing debt increased 
ff'MM; the debt on which interest has 
ceased since maturity decreased ;$37,480, 
and the debt hearing no interest |6i9,> 
695.50. 

"The aggregate interest and non-inter- 
est-bearing debt May 81, was $901,750,- 
><>S8.08;on April 80 itwas $962,407,764.18. 
The ( ertiticates and treasury notes oflf- 
set by au equal amount of cash in treas- 
ury, outotanding at the end of the 
month was $594,581,017, an increase of 
$1,485,604. 

The total cish in the treasury was 
$T.>4,122,U84.47, the gold reserve 995,048,- 
640, and the net cash balances 926,516,- 
514.80. 

In the inonth there was a decrease of 
85,764,740.82 in gold coin and bars, the 
total at the close being 8100,518,600.76.
